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HOUSING. 


During  the  year  forty  three  houses 
were  completed  by  the  Council  and  twenty  three  private  houses 
under  licences  granted  by  the  Council..  Forty*  seven  licences 
were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  'erection  of  private  houses, 
thirty  five  being  for  owner  occupation  and  tw<lve;  for  letting. 

During  the  year  three  houses  were" 
dealt  with  under -Section  11  of  the  Housing ‘Act ,  1936.  In  two 
cases  demolition  orders  were  placed  *on  the  properties  and  'an 
un  d  e  rt  afcmg  -  a  c  c  ep-t-e  d-  not  to  re-let  in  the  case  of  the  third 
property.  "  However,  all  three  properties  have  since  been 
demolished . 
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HOUSING  (Contd. ) 


The  structural  deterioration  of 
property  due  to  inadequate  maintenance  is  difficult  to  assess 
yet  there  is  a  stiffening  resistance  by  owners  to  carry  out 
even  minor  repairs  due  to  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  repairs. 

This  of  course  is  directly  -connected  with  the  amount  of  rent 
received  and  whilst  rents  remain  controlled  the  cost  of 
enforcing  a  proper  standard  of  fitness  is  unreasonable  and 
prohibitive  for  a  substantial  proportion  of  the  older  houses. 

Where  repairs  are  completely  out 
of  the  question  the  only  alternative  is  to  enforce  demolition 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  here  to.  be  realistic  one 
must  bear  in  mind  the  rate  of  house  building  being  completed. 
However,  it  has  been  intimated  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  that  slum,  clearance  must  be  given  priority 
when  the  "Housing  Repair  and  Rents  Bill"  receives  Royal 
Assent,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  a  comprehensive  survey  in  all 
districts  will  prove  enlightening  and  if  pursued  vigorously 
many  dwellings  lacking  modern  amenities  may  be  improved  and 
benefit  obtained  for  all  concerned. 

DRAINAGE., 


The  sewerage  scheme  is  mailing  progress 
and  at  present  I  must  reiterate  my  last  years  wishes  i.e.  to 
see  the' abolition  of  the  insanitary  vaults  and  pail  closets 
in  the  areas  to  be  served  by  the  new  sewers. 

vYaTSR  SUPPLY; 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the 

circumstances  of  the  district  during  the  year.  The  following 
is  the  information  requested  by  the  Ministry.' 

1)  Whether  the  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  parts 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.-  Yes. 

2)  Where  there  is  a  piped  supply,  whether  bacteriological 
examinations  bmve  been  made  of  the  raw  water,  and  the 
results  of  any  analysis.--  During  the  year  I  have 
taken  two  samples  of  water  from  the  piped  supply  and 
in  each  case  the  report  was  satisfactory^  The  water 
is  known  to  be  examined  at  regular  intervals  by  the 
Water  Bo;  rd. 

3)  The  position  as  to  the  contamina tion  by  lead  -  The 
water  is  hard  and  has  no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

4)  Action  as  to  contamination.-  Th  re  has  been  no  evidence 
of  contamination  during  the  year.

I  would  again  draw  attention  to  the 
marked  increase  of  animals ' Slaughtered  and  the  following  figures 
show  that  since  1948  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  has  doubled 
1948:-  2,663.  1949:-  2,783.  1950:-  3,368.  1951:-  4,236.  1952:- 

4,902.  Due  to  the  amount  of  slaughtering  carried  out  in  the 
evenings  much  evening  work  is  required  for  the  inspection  of  the 
carcases  and  offals,  particularly  when  100r  meat  inspection 
is  required.  In  this  respect  some  145  .evenings  visits  were 
made  to  the  slaughterhouse . last  year  together  with  12  Sunday 
visits.  The  Slaughterhouse  Manager  and  Staff  are  most  helpful 
and  co-operative  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  thei-r 
assistance  during  the  year.

shown  on  Page  5.  I  would  at  this  point  draw  attention 
to  the  fact  that  a  good  number  of  the  food  shops  in  the 
town  have,  during  the  past  year,  made  many  structural 
alterations  to  improve  the  appearance  of  their  shops. 

In  addition,  improved  lighting  and  shelving  have  given 
them  an  attractive  appearance  and  it  is  4oped  that  these 
conditions  will  in  time  bt  come  general  throughout  the 
town. 

(4)  any  new  educational  activity  (e.g.  inauguration  of 
clean  food  guilds  or  lectures  on  food  hygiene)  and  the 
progress  of  established  educational  activity; 

No  clean  food  guilds  have  been  established. 

(5)  the  method  of  disposal  of ' condemned  food; 

Where  condemnation  certificates  are  issued  for  tinned 
food  etc.  the  food  is  collected  r-nd  disposed  of  by 
the  Council.  Condemned  meat  at  the  Slaughterhouse  is 
dealt  with  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood. 

(6)  where  special  examination  of  a  stock  or  of  a  consignment 
of  food  has  been  necessary,  the  total  quantity  as  well 
as  the  quantity  condemned.

The  sewers  are  treated 
twice  a  year  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry' s  instructions 
and  visits  are  paid  to  frrms  not  under  contract  to  the 
Agricultural ; Executive  Committee. 

FACTORIES  ^CT. 

There  are  52  factories  on  the 
Council  register,  and  17  visits  were  paid  resulting  in  7 
nuisances  being  found.
